The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because legal phraseology 
"comprising" is used in the abstract. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Anonychuk (Re 37,150 E), in view of Gruber (6,413,290 B1). 

Anonychuk discloses a filter device for engine and operable to support a filter 
element comprising a housing defining a filter receiving space having first and second 
ends defining an axial length therebetween (see Figs. 2 & 3). Anonychuk further 
discloses the end including radial retainer (64, 66) positioned to inhibit radial movement 
of the filter element (72) (see Fig. 3). Claims 1-40 differ from the disclosure of 
Anonychuk in that the filter device has a biasing element formed with the housing and 
disposed adjacent the first end. Gruber discloses a filter device comprising a housing 
having first end (12) and second end (10) and a filter (B & 14) receiving space having 
first and second ends defining an axial length therebetween. Gruber further discloses a 
biasing element (50, 60) formed with the housing sandwiching the filter element (30') 
therebetween (see Figs. 4 & 5 & Figs. 6a-6e) (see col. 2, lines 50-55 and lines 66 
through col. 3, line 13; col. 4, lines 35-46; col. 5, lines 7-15 and lines 49-52; col. 6, lines 
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5-29). It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to provide a biasing element as taught by Gruber in the filter 
device of Anonychuk since the biasing element provides a compression force which 
minimizes the formation of voids and the occurrence of bridging within the filtering 
element (see Abstract). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

- Chittenden et al (6,355,077 B1 ) disclose an air filter having integrated sealing 
orifice.
